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DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 101 
35 U.S.C. 101 reads as follows: 

Whoever invents or discovers any new and useful process, machine, manufacture, or composition of matter, or 
any new and useful improvement thereof, may obtain a patent therefor, subject to the conditions and 
requirements of this title. 

Claims 1-31 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 101 as not falling within one of the four 
statutory categories of invention. While the claims recite a series of steps or acts to be performed, 
a statutory "process" under 35 U.S.C. 101 must (1) be tied to another statutory category (such as 
a particular apparatus), or (2) transform underlying subject matter (such as an article or material) 
to a different state or thing. The instant claims neither transform underlying subject matter nor 
positively tie to another statutory category that accomplishes the claimed method steps, and 
therefore do not qualify as a statutory process. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 
The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use or 
on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 

Claims 1 and 25 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Dorfel et al. 
(hereinafter "Dorfel", CA 2436596 Al). 

Regarding claim 1 , Dorfel describes a method for the simulation of spatial visual 
impressions (claim 1 lines 1-23), comprising the following steps: 
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a) specifying the ima3ge generator geometry of an image generator, especially with 
regard to the structure and size of the image elements(claim 1 lines 1-23), 

b) specifying the filter array geometry of a filter array, especially with regard to the 
structure and size of the filter elements(claim 1 lines 1-23), 

c) specifying a spatial arrangement geometry in relation to the image generator and the 
filter array in a three-dimensional coordinate system (claim 1 lines 1-23) 

d) specifying a first and a second monocular position of observation in fi-ont of the said 
arrangement geometry in the said three-dimensional coordinate system(claim 1 lines 1-23), 

e) specifying a combined image that is suitable for display on the specified image 
generator geometry and that contains, in a defined assignment to the image elements, image 
information from different given primary images, which are identical to different views Ak 
(k=l..n) of a virtual or real scene or of a virtual or real object(claim 1 lines 1-23), 

f) determining a first and a second secondary image containing image elements of the 
specified combined image which are visible to the eye of an observer in the specified first and 
second monocular positions of observation on the basis of the specified filter array geometry in 
conjunction with the specified image generator geometry and the spatial arrangement geometry, 
in which an image element of a secondary image may explicitly just as well represent only part 
of an image element of the specified combined image(claim 1 lines 1-23), and 

g) stereoscopically visualizing the first and second secondary images or parts of these 
secondary images as a left and right stereoscopic image(claim 1 lines 1-23), respectively.
